I. Franciscan and Monastic Works of the Bible 


Join the structure of the square or monasticism, or even jokes and news - finally even the health 
prophecy all of this as the good news that - one nominalist list is that of rhythms - say the monks 
hold a formal discipline or in the Jerusalem Bible that of the movements of Christ - or even simple 
forms of life - these eternal rhythms then mean that they intersect also in eternity - 


A - the Christ young man. 
B - the man he meets. 


Intersects as rhythms drawn out like a poemic mess in Jacotot - the multiplicity of roads and 
roads taken and joining in a neighbourhood or in a Church is then Christian life - which is met in 
simple order of the day. 


Imagine the Prophet goes to Church and meets the priest. 


The priest or Pope not being available is only the issue which is solved by eternal rhythms that in 
fact that is the rhythm or this room is the rhythm, one of those rhythms meet. 


II. Production of routes and possible meetings - map all of them out. 


Monastic square meeting at a room. Read as news, and welcomed. 
Monastic Church meeting in a nearby bliss. 

At the Vatican. 

In Damascus. 

At the hills of Tehran. 

In Israel. 
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All of these are joined by plans. The way the plan works has contingency in it, which is just the 
nature of eternal rhythms.
